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UFO-STUDY CALLS RADAR INACCURATE - Washington - The first comprehensive, scient¬ 
ific study of UFO's graphically illustrated how much still is unknown about at¬ 
mospheric optics and-atmospheric electricity. It also points out the tremendous 
problem of anomalous propagation of radar signals. RADAR, IN FACT, JUST ABOUT 
FLUNKS THE TEST as an instrument for accurate observation of flying objects. 
After-tracking down a large number of reported radar UFO sightings, investigators 
found- so many possible explanations for the signals they termed it "essential" 
that . more,; research be done to get more precise propagation knowledge, in the in¬ 
terests of aircnaft safety... Some 35 visual and radar UFO cases were studied 
by Gordon Thayer, radio progation specialist at the Environmental Science Ser¬ 
vice Administration (ESSA) at Boulder. Ivlr. Thayer notes that while radar at 
first"might appear to offer a positive, nonsubjective method of observing UFO's, 
he- concludes that it fs in many aspects substantially less comprehensive than the 
^yisual approach." ... ... While most radar UFOs can be explained by metborolog- 

ical conditions, the Colorado University Panel has recommended to the Air Force 
that the radar problem be attacked on its own merits because of aircraft danger. 

Both the NAS and panel recommended against further pursuit of UFO reports 
per se, and in fact urged dropping the Air Force's Project Bluebook in favor 
of using routine reporting channels. (Editcr's note; WHAT routine channels?)

MCERFTS - Colorado U. reports - taken from CHICAGO'S SUNDAY Al'lERICAK - Feb. 2- 
PRO - Case 46 - On May 11, 1950, a farmer's wife was feeding rabbits in her 
yard near McMinnville, Ore., when she saw a disk-like object "sort of gliding" 
across the sty. She called her husband who took two pictures of it. The rab- 
" bits remained cailm. No flame was seen. The witnesses described the object as' 
“"brightly metallic, silver or aluminun colored, with a touch of bronze". It 
-'appeared, they said, "to have a sort of superstructure," They were not eacited 
by the episode and waited until Mother's day to finish the film. They did not 
seek publicity. A 'local newsman, tipped off by citizens, called and found the 
negatives "on the floor under a davenport, where the witnesses' children had 
been playing with them." So casual was the farmer about the affair that he did 
not even get off his tractor when being interviewed about it by a Colorado in¬ 
vestigator. 

The photographs and the scene where they were taken have been subjected to 
extensive analysis. The conclusion reads: 

'"This is one of the few UFO reports in which all factors investigated - geo¬ 
metric, psychological, and physical - appear to be consistent with the assert- 
■ ertion that an extraordinary flying object, silvery, metallic, disk shaped, tens 
of meters in diameter, and evidently artificial, flew within sight of two wit- 
• nesses. It cannot be said that the evidence positively rules out a fabrication, 
altho there are some physical factoBs such as the accuracy of certain photo¬ 
metric measures of the original negatives which argue against fabrication." 

CASE - ... A Rio de Janerio' society cclumnist reported, in 1957, receiving 
metal fragments from a reader who said they were from a "flying, disk" that dis- 
intergrated in the near Ubatuba. ' "The claim was'published that analyses'o^ 
the fragments performed by a Brazilian gover runent agency and others, showed 
the fragments to be magnesium of a purity unattainable by production and puri¬ 
fication techniques knovjn to man at that time." The fragments have figirred 
prominently in many UFO'books, one of which devotes 46 pages to their discovery 
and ajialysis. A sample was furnished by Jim and Coral Lorenzen, who organized 
a UFO study group in Tucson, Ariz. It was subjected to neutron activation 
analysis in the laboratories of the Bureau of Internal’Revenue as was a run- of- 
the-mill magnesium sample furnished by the Dow Chemcal company. From these 
and other tests, the sample was foimd to be a magnesium-strontium alloy of con¬ 
siderably less purity than that of Dow products from before the date of the

"FIREBALL" FLASHES ACROSS SOUTHWEST - Chihauhua City, Mexico - Feb. 8, 1969 - 
A-j-hvige fireball, believed to have been a meteor or a-polar'orbitirng'Satelii"tb," 
was sighted over a large section'of the southwestern United States and Northern 
■Mexico. Witnesses said the blazing light, streaming a tail of. fire like a 
streaking comet, lighted the early morning hours "like day". Residents at San¬ 
ta Barbara, El Oro and Allettde, Mexico, ran screaming into the streets. The El 
Paso Times said the fireball was first seen as a small light and became larger 
and larger as it moved from north to south. Its terrifying rear increased as 
it grew larger. Dr. Ronald Schorn, an afftroranmer, said TREl'lORS felt by residents 
as the fireball passed nearby could have been sonic booms created by its super¬ 
sonic movnn^nt... Witnesses in Durango and Chichuahua City said the earth trem¬ 
bled so much that windows were broken in each city....

MEXICO CITY. MEKICO’ - March 25, 1968 - Dr. Jose de Jesus Fonseca and his wife, 

Dr. Ema: Fonseca, were driving with a griend when they saw a spherical, luminous 
object moving at a great velocity. The object was followed at what seemed about 
half a-yard by a sort of halo that ended in a point and appeared to be three 
times as large as the object itself. Thinking it was a plane in trouble, they 
called the. airport. They learned that airport personnel had also seen the object 
but could not identify it. 

POZA RICA. VERACRUZ . - August 10< 1968 - Five spherical yellow-ish white objects 
flying in formation in a N-S direction, were observed by the population of this 
city for about five minutes. Several witnesses reported that one of the objects 
was larger than the others and appeared to be the leader. When the objects were 
directly over the city they broke formation, the smaller four continued south 
and the larger , one disappeared toward the east. Witnesses shid they were travel¬ 
ing too fast to be conventional aircraft. ’ 

MEXICO CITY. August 13. 1968 - Numerous persons sighted a pear-shaped UFO. It 
had a yellow-ish colored luminous aureola, and a blue light in the center of it. 
The size of the. object was aprox. 3 ft. 

YECAPIXTLA. MEXICO. Sept. 21. 1968 - A municipal employee of this city, Mr. 
Raimundo M. Sanchez, saw a circxilar flying object which disappearedsuddenly and 
discharged black smoke. 

CUERNAVACA. MORELOS. Sept. 23. 1968 - l^lr. Octavio Huerta, a lawyer, .was driving 
toward Cuernavaca, when he saw a luminous object hovering near the city. This 
sighting coincided with a-black-out in Cuernavaca.

ThAt "'>LITTIE:'MN»'PHOTO - The photograph of a "little man" on page 41, SAGA, 
March, 196 $,' was hehvily retouched by the magazine's art director'and 'dae's NOT 
accurately resemble the original. The photo was first sent to Miss Carmena 
Freeman, editor of "Dell's "UFO REPORTS - FLYING SAUCERS", in August 1967. When 
that magazine folded. Miss Freeman passed the picture along to me. My inves¬ 
tigation covered the period from the fall of 1967 until the summer of 1968. 

I felt that I had collected sufficient documentation to authenticate the phote 
and ,so I turned it over to the editor of SAGA magazine. The picture was copy¬ 
righted in the photographer's name and he was.pa-id 50$ by SAGA for one-time 
use ;oniy. ^ ." 

The first attempt to reproduce the picture was a failure. It is predom- 
. inantly blue and the bluish tones washed out the figure almost entirely when 
plates were made. So the art director imderexposed the background and cut out 
the figure and overlaid it. If you examine the published photo carefully you 
will be: able, to discern this overlay. This is a common procedure used in many 
^magazine illustrations. _ 

Black and white enlargements were made but they pnoved to be very grainy. 
Copies were circulated to ufologists around the world for study, comparison and 
analysis. — - - - .. 

Unfortunately, you cannot possibly judge the original photo by the SAGA 
reproduction. Th® overlay process has distorted the spatial relationships of 
the object in the picture. The background.!s_...almQSt completely obliterated.

UFO LANDING IN MARYUND BEING INVESTIGATED BY NICAP; - A 16 year old' Bethesda 
youth, delivering The Washington Post in Bethesda, says he saw a UFO in the 
River Road - Western Avenue vicinity the morning of October 24. ■■■ It wasn't 
hovering in the air— it was ON the ground.... The. UFO was spotted by the Post 
cairrier about 6AM on Oct. 24, which was a Thursday. Sighting was in a small 
r park near River and Western. The youth describes the object as "disc-shaped 
with a cone-shaped protrusion which rested on the ground." "It was quite large 
he said, "about 17 yeards across the disc portion." There were alternating 
dim red, white and ye’llow lights around the center of the disc, he continued, 
and the object did not move. Stneet lights-behind the park, reflecting on the 
disc, made it appear that it was of a silver, metallic material... The carrier, 

. said, however, that he saw a hole in the ground, abott two feet by a foot and 
a half, where the object had been. There was also a circular area of scorched 
.earth, about two feet wide, siarrounding the hole... A NICAP team of eight men, 
headed by Lore, came out to inspect the area and talk to the youth. Included 
in the group was a man from the National Aeronautics-and Space.Agency and one 
.-ifrom the Library of Congress. The group took earth samples from thehole and 
the surrounding scorched earth which, are now under analysis... The,NICAP group 
also ran a geiger counter test on the spot and found no change in the radiation 
count. But, Lore explained, "that was six days after the sighting and rain 
would have washed away radiation." ...

JANUARY 1969 — A SUMMARY. by 

The'month.of January has long been a "flap" period although the majority 
of all Janiaary sightings have gone unnoticed by the Ufologists. There was a 
major flap in Virginia, West Virgina and California in January 1965. The cele¬ 
brated "flap" aroiuad the Wanaque Reservoir in N.J. began in January 1966. A 
“nationwide.(but little publicized) flap erupted in January 1967. 

While the Air Force tables have proven to be unreliable■ and probably have 
■ been deliberately falsified, they can be used to illustrate this January flap 
phenomenon. The Condon Report reaffirms that on4y a very small percentage of 
all. witnesses report directly to the AF, This figure may be as low as 2^. 

This means that all AF figures must be multiplied by 98 or 100 to arrive at a 
reasonable estimate of the total number of sightings. My own investigations 
have led me to suspect that the ratio may be considerably higher... perhaps 
250 unreported sightings for each reported incident. If you examine the AF 
chant on page 514 of the Condon Report, you will find that 67 reports are lis¬ 
ted for January 1953 and 91 for February 1953. Only 41 reports are recorded 
for the traditional flap month of July in that year. The total number of re¬ 
ports for the first three months of 1953 constituted nearly half of the sight¬ 
ings fca^ that year. Multiply 67 x 100 and we arrive at 6,700 sightings for 
-January 1953. January '58 reveals 61 AF reports and Jan. '67 lists 81 reports. 

Our study of January 1967 disclosed a "flap" condition beginning on Sun¬ 
day, Jan. 15th and extending throughout that week with particularly heavy con¬ 
centrations in the mid-west. 

By studying all of the geographical and time factors, I arrived at the 
conclusion that there would be a new "flap" early in January 1969> beginning 
in the mid-west and peaking around Wednesday, January 15th. Reports are still 
coming in but it does appear that the anticipated flap took place almost pre¬ 
cisely as predicted. 

According to researcher Roy Davis in Green Cove Springs, Fla., a wave of 
sightings began around Jacksonville, Fla. at 9PM, Thurs., Jan. 5th, 1969. 

There were power failures in some towns in the area at 9:30 PM. 

Three days earlier, on Jan. 2nd, a wave of sightings took place in Miss¬ 
ouri (Joplin, Webb City and Carterville). On Jan. .9th there were extensive 
sightings in Iowa and Illinois, and additional sightings occurred near Spring- 
field, Mo. on Jan 12th. 

Meanwhile, a great wave encompassed the state of Ohio but was largely ig- 
, nored by the press. Those "fireballs" appeared repeatedly in the Cleveland 
area early in January and numerous low-level sightings have been received from 
all over the state.

the usial bSfarels of West Virginia. Early in January a multi-million dollar 
fire razed four major buildings on the Main Street in Point Pleasant, W. Va., 
home of the mysterious "Mothman". A series of sightings also began in Northern 
New Jersey, . , • . - ...- 


Early indications are that this "flap" will be massive but we will have to 
depend on the individual reports rather than newspapers. Thus far, about 10% 
of all the known sightings have appeared in local newspapers. 


On Sunday, Jan. 26th, "a brilliant flash of light" sailed across three mid- 
western states, covering Iowa, Illinois and Wisconsin. Pilots at Chicago's O' 
Hare Airport reported seeing an orange fireball over the airport at 1:02 AM — 

CST. In Appleton, Wisconsin a policeman reported.'seeing an orgnge fireball trail¬ 
ing a blue flame at 12:55 AM There was a two second power failure in Appleton 
at the time of the sighting. Since Appleton is less than 200 miles 'from Chicago, 
the 7 minute time difference in these sightings could rule out the routine "met - 
eor"-explanation. The object followed the standard "UFO Route" of NW to SE - 
which is not the usual course for satellites and debris re-entrys. No Canadian 
sightings have yet been received. (FOR A SUMMARY OF OUR "METEOR" STUDIES —• 
see MALE . March 1969, and the forthcoming FSR NORTH AMERICAN ■ REPORT.) 


In the early morning hours of Feb. 8, 1969,' "a blinding blue-white fireball" 
traversed a 1,000 mile route from NW to SB when it appeared first over Arizona 
and rocketed into Mexico, It was believed that the object descended "in the al¬ 
most impassable terrain of the Sierra I'fedr.e^ south of Chihuahua and north of Dur¬ 
ango, Mexico. "The light was so brilliant we could see an ant walking on the 
.floor," said Guillermo Asunsolo, A Chihuahua newspaper Editor. "It was so bright 
we had to hide our eyes." 


Both of the above "fireball" reports were carried on the national wire ser¬ 
vices. In the past, such "fireballs" have precipitated a wave of.sighting re¬ 
ports extending over several weeks. Low-level UFO activity usually begins about 
three days after the "fireballs" appear. 


Individual UFO Sightings usually have no real value except when they con¬ 
tain sufficient details (time, place, direction traveled) for use in quantitat¬ 
ive studies. We would appreciate receiving any reports from your particular 
area during this period. 


We expect heavy activity during the next three months, with a probable 
peak around March 19, 1969. There may be considerable "contact" activity in 
l^rch. (Three contacts were reported thus.far for January, and M.I.B, activity 
has also increased markedly.) 

"Fireball" and "moving star" reports are extremely important. Do not try 
to evaluate the validity of such reports yourself. They must be compared with 
the known patterns and the overall activity before any conclusions can be reached.

Do you occasionally, run across some 
item-which seems to be of considerable potential value more_information could 
be obtained concerning it ?

1) Some 15-20 years ago, I recall reading one of the "Strange Mystery" comic 
hooks which: occasionally featured a page" or two of "true mysteries . This par¬ 
ticular issue contained a one-page feature on a medieval personage named ^ .. 
"MENIADES". As best I can recall, Meniades was a physician ,of sorts \perhaps 
an alchemist), who ministered to many during the time of the Great Plagues in ' 
Emrope,. Most interesting of all, Meniades allegedly employed .s.ome kind of 
aerial vehicle in his ministrations to the sick. The name of Meniades (not to 
he .confused with Maimonides) has been checked in various volumes, which seeming- 
ly, sho^^l d list it if he had actually lived.i Thus far,, nothing haS;.b 0 en found.

2) Did a UFO dump a load of creatures into Doch Ness in the year 1215 —

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"ABOMINABLE SNOWMAN" IS BACK — MAO'S SOLDIERS CHASED HIM JIJ - P. S. Nirash - 
The London Observer - 

GANGTOK, SIKKIM — The Abominable Snowman is back in the news again. This 
time the credit goes to the troops of Chairman Mao Tse-tung. According to a re¬ 
port in a Hong Kong newspaper, the snowman was seen by a villager in Tibet. 

Chinese troops went after the legendary monster with guns, ropes and nets, 
said the papsr. The creature was described as a reddish-brown figure which 
stood up and looked like a super-human. There was no indication, however, that 
the snowman was captured — with or without the aid of Mao's thoughts. 

The last time the creature was in the news was in I960 when an explorer re¬ 
ported having seen " a large hairy animal loping along the rock face - about 5 
ft. tall, with dark fiar and a round head, a lighter coloured face and ears which 
lay flat against the tead." The footprhnts were described as partly human and 
partly animal. In the same year, prints were seen by members of a British party 
led by Sir Edmund Hillary, the conqueror of Everest. No one saw the snowman 
himself, however. But two years before it was reportedly seen by a Russian - 
A. G. Pronin, and by an American expedition led by Professor Dyhrenfurth. 

/ 

The creature first made world headlines in 1887 when W. A. Waddel wrote 
about it. But to the people of the Himalayas the elusive Yeti has long been a 
real creature. Yeti's have been seen by numerous herdsmen and others have claim¬ 
ed to have seen it or it's tracks. I have come across such people and have talk¬ 
ed to them. I have also seen many old Bhutanese manuscripts and murals in dzongs 
(forts) and monasteries depicting the snowman. The accounts accompanying them 
of it's habits, appearance and attacks on human beings and animals fit in with 
the descriptions. 

According to local octogenarians there are tl:iree distinct types of snowmen. 

A LITTLE MAN, the smallest of snowmen, which Bhutanese often claim to see - 

a FAIRLY LARGE snowman generally very docile but said to carry away human beings 
as well as cattle when aroused — and the most dangerous — A SAVAGE, CARNIVOR¬ 
OUS BEAST about five feet tall, which is long-haired and ape-like with muscular 
build. This is the one which has won popular acclaim as the Yeti and is said 
to inhabit snowy heights from 15,000 to 25,000 feet. 

All authorities, however, agree that the characteristic common to all 
types of snowmen are a STRONG, PUNGENT ODOR and a HIGH WHISTLING CALL. Of the 
younger generation there are only a few who claim to have seen this legendary 
creature. One is ^■'^rs. Soanm Gyatso, wife of the Indian Everest hero, the late 
Sonam Gyatso. 

She claims to have seen it when she was younger. She told me that the 
Yeti used to come to her village quite often and she distinctly remembers having 
seen it one night about 20 years ago at Yanang, her village in Sikkim.

John A. Keel winds up accused of being an anti- 
semitic CIA agent under alien control - because he uses the term "buff" once, 
too often or too little. AFRO shows that the CIA wears black and kidnaps wit¬ 
nesses to hush them up. NICAP doesn’t hear any of this - the Luray caverns 
are echoing to the cries of another "emergency issue" of news, clippings. Senate 
reports, and praise for itself.
